Council came out before the 
holiday predicting one of the 
safest Thanksgiving holiday 
periods in six years. The 
counting period ends at 


midnight Sunday. Another 
27,000 to 32,000 persons may 
be victims of crippling in­ 
juries.

Population Growth Falling 


UN Report Shows US Nearing Zero Growth 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) 
— U.S. population growth 
has fallen below one per cent 
a year and appears to be 
dropping toward zero, ac­ 
cording to a United Nations' 
report. 
The Economic and Social 
Council put U.S. population 
growth at 0.9 per cent an­ 
nually for the first four years 
of the 1970s —a drop from 1.3 
per cent a year 
in 
the 
previous decade. 
The council said young 
American 
couples 
a n ­ 
ticipated an average of 2.3 
children in a family, just 


above the 2.2 replacement 
level. 
It also reported a 
slowdown in immigration. 
The United 
States, 
the 
report said, appeared “to be 
approaching a natural rate 
of increase close to zero." 
Although much of the 
council’s data 
was 
more 
than a year old. the report 
said the last two years had 
seen some reduction in 
violent crime in American 
cities. 
The report said the in­ 
crease in crime at the start 
of the decade was due to a 
rise in heroin use, but “ it is 


possible that drug addiction 
in the United States has 
passed its peak.” 
The 
council 
said 
one 
reason for the drop in 
population growth was an 
increase in Americans living 
alone. It said the number of 
persons alone rose from 11.9 
million in 1970 to 14 million in 
1973. 
Another significant factor 
in the drop in population 
growth was a change in the 
distribution of age groups.

China

President Ford will visit 
China next year, the Chinese 
and U.S. governments an­ 
nounced jointly today. 
“ The two governm ents 
agreed 
that 
President 
Gerald Ford will visit the 
People’s Republic of China 
in 1975,” said a joint com­ 
munique issued at the end of 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s five days of talks 
in Peking. 
On Kissinger’s plane, after 
its departure from China, a 
high American official said 
the Chinese indicated in the 
opening hours of Kissinger’s 
discussions that they would 
welcome such a visit. 
W e d n e s d a y , 
a f t e r 
checking by telephone with 
Ford twice, Kissinger made 
the offer and the Chinese 
accepted. 


Responding to the report, 
Monsignor Eugene V. Clark. 
a spokesman for the car­ 
dinal. said in a telegram to 
President Ford, “ I call upon 
S ecretary 
Earl 
Butz 
to 
apologize 
immediately 
or 


resign, following his crude, 
pointed insult directed at 
Pope Paul VI, spiritual 
leader 
of 
the 
w orld’s 
Catholics.” 
The spokesman for the 
head of the Roman Catholic 


Archdiocese of New York 
asserted the Pope “had his 
pleas for immediate relief to 
starving people answered by 
ethnic mockery and vulgar 
religious 
prejudice 
by 
Secretarv Butz.”

45, his wife Sue, 26, 
their sons Bobby, 7, and 
William, 5, and a neighbor,

Narlow,

Davidson said the gas, 
first detected bubbling up in 
toilet bowls, apparently was 
hooked into the water lines 
by mistake after repairs 
were made at the meters and 
was ignited by flame from a 
water heater. 


He said the mix up was 
confined to a complex of 
eight cottages and did not 
affect other sections of the 
town.

precautionary measure, but 
Davidson said service was 
restored Thursday

areas except where utility 
lines were destroyed by the 
explosion.

six-foot flapjack broke apart 
in m id flip but its sponsors 
have not lost their optim ism . 
“ I guess you could say we 
cooked the world’s largest 
short stack.” said George 
C haffee, public re la tio n s 
director for Southwest Bell 
Telephone. ‘‘We’ll take any 
kind of record we can get. 
“ It was a qualified su c­ 
cess. We cooked the pancake 
all the way through (on a six- 
foot griddle) and the flip was 
a success, but it was difficult 
to lift and the batter stuck to 
the cooking surface. So when 
we pulled the lid tor spatula) 
off. the batter stuck lo a. 
Then we h ad wi.at am ounted 


to two of the world’s largest 
p ancakes.” 
The recipe for the giant 
fla p ja c k —which C haffee 
figures weighed about 250 
pounds 
along 
with 
the 
specially designed griddle, 
was simple: Combine three 
cases of pancake mix, 72 
eggs and six gallons of milk 
in two industrial size plastic 
buckets and stir. Cook over 
an infrared burner at 700 
degrees. 
It took four men to flip the 
pancake, two holding onto 
handles on the sides of the 
griddle and two more pulling 
ropes. 
Chaffee said the details of 
their feat would be sent to 
the New York publishers of 
the Guinness World Book of 
Records, 
which 
currently 


does 
not 
list 
a 
“ largest 
pancake.” 
As 
for 
the 
gargantuan 
griddlecake, part of it was 
consumed and Chaffee has a 
very special 
use for 
the 
remainder. 
“ We ate a lot of it. though

we’re going to use to fill up a 
chuckhole.”

Cranberry Profits 


Not So Sweet 


HANSON, Mass. (UPI) 
The 
nation’s 
cranberry 
in d u s try , 
c o m p ris e d 
primarily of small, family 
growers, is feeling the pinch 
of inflation as the traditional 
holiday sales peak ap ­ 
proaches. 
The price of csugar has 
increased 300 per cent over 
the past year.i affecting 
processed items such 
as 
cranberry sauce and juices, 
and cutting into the growers' 
profits. 
Gilbert Beaton, director of 
grower relations for Ocean 
Spray Cranberries, Inc., a 
cooperative which handles 
about 80 per cent of the 
nation’s annual crop, said 
the high cost of sugar is 
“hurting us in the return to 
growers. I would guess they 
are receiving about 15 per 
cent less than they normally 
receive. 
“We have increased costs 
to consumers —about 20 per 
cent over the past 20 months 
—but we don’t want to in­ 
crease them so much they 
won’t buy.” 
Although the industry is 
feeling 
the 
inflationary 
pinch, it is nothing like the 
1959 cancer scare which 
halted nearly all cranberry 
sates for the year. 
“The growers really were 
hurt then,” said Beaton. “ It 
practically stopped the sale 
of cranberries for that 
Thanksgiving and C hrist­ 
mas. It took about four years 
to get back to where we were 
in 1959.” 
The public stopped buying 
cranberries 
when it was 
reported a cancer-causing 
residue 
from 
an 
ex­ 
perim ental weed control 
agent was found in some 
cranberry bogs. 


“Here in Massachusetts, 
because 
of 
the 
winter 
flooding of bogs, no residues 
were found,” said Beaton. 
“But out on the West Coast 
(Washington and Oregon), 
because the 
winters 
are 
milder, they don’t fill their 
bogs over the winter and 
they had residue. In all, less 
than one-tenth of one per 
cent of the bogs (nationwide) 
had been treated with the 
weed control. But it prac­ 
tically wiped us out ” 
The industry recovered 
with the help of advertising 
by retailers and a public 
relations 
cam paign 
in 
cooperation with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). “Since then,” said 
Beaton, “we have averaged 
about a four to five per cent 
increase in sales annually.” 
Part of that increase has 
come from the introduction 
of new products. 
The 1974 cranberry crop is 
rated slighly higher than last 
y e a r’s according to the 
USDA, which estimates the 
national production this year 
at 2,235,000 barrels, each 
containing IOO pounds. 
Most of the cranberries 
are 
harvested 
in 
Massachusetts. Wisconsin is 
the second largest producer, 
followed by New Jersey, 
Washington and Oregon. 
These are the only states 
that grow cranberries. 
Ocean 
Spray, 
which 
became a cooperative in 
1930, is wholly owned by the 
growers. Some 820 growers 
belong to the cooperative 
and they sign a three-year 
contract to deliver all of 
their fruit for processing and 
m arketing. Ocean Spray 
does not own any growing 
properties.

Television com­ 
mercials were prepared and 
so were ad campaigns for 
newspapers and magazines 
and radio. 
The ads 
urged

getting the message to write 
for the free booklet with 
pretty pictures and large 
type 
and 
very 
plain 
language. 
Mommies and Daddies 
were urged to write for the 
booklet by sending a post­ 
card to Nutrition, Pueblo, 
Colo., 81009 —putting their 
name and address and town 
on the other side. 
About 
three 
million 
Mommies 
and 
Daddies 
wrote for the pretty booklet. 
But Uncle Sam was disap­ 
pointed. 
At the press conference 
with the Cookie Monster, 
Mrs. Knauer said Uncle Sam 
had expected many more to 
write so the nation’s boys 
and girls could be served 
foods necessary to make 
them grow big, strong, 
happy, healthy. 
It turned out that the 
m essage about the free 
booklet wasn’t being aimed 
at the really im portant 
persons across the land — 


boys 
and 
girls. 
So In 
Washington this meeting 
was held. 
Everybody sat around 
asking —how can we get this 
m essage about the free 
booklet to children, who will 
enjoy having it read to 
them?

Society Preparing 
Illiterate’s Bible

Advent, which begins this 
year with the first Sunday in 
December, is traditionally 
within the churches a time of 
preparing for the festival 
celebrations of Christmas 
and Epiphany. 
So, too, with the American 
Bible Society, which is deep 
into a project of preparing 
the Bible for the illiterate 
and the barely literate. 
“ Literacy 
education,’’ 
according 
to 
Society 
executive secretary the Rev. 
John D. Erickson, “has been 
extremely successful in the 
past few decades.” 
But often, he said, up to 50 
per cent of the new readers 
in the world return to 
illiteracy because they have 
nothing to read. 
The aim of the society’s 
program , which officials 
estimate will cost some $62.8 
million, is to produce and 
distribute some 725 million 
Good 
News 
Scripture 
Literacy Selections in more 
than 200 languages. 
In the English version for 
new readers, the birth of 
Jesus, from the second 
chapter of Matthew, reads 
like this : 
Jesus was born in the town of 
Bethlehem, 
In the land of Judea, 
While Herod was king. 
Soon afterward some men 
who studied the stars 
Came from the east to 
Jerusalem. 
They asked, 
“Where is the baby 
Who will become the king of 
the Jews? 
We saw his star 
When it came up in the east. 
Now we have come to 
worship him.... 


In the version of the birth 
of Jesus in the book of Luke, 
which is just off the Bible 
Society’s presses, the story 
is told this way: 
She was pregnant, 
and while they were in 
Bethlehem, 
the time came for her to 
have her baby. 
She gave birth to her first 
son, wrapped him in cloths 
and laid him in a feed box in 
a barn, 
for there was no room in an 
inn where they could stay.” 
According to society of­ 
ficials, not only is the simple 
language designed to assist 
new 
readers, 
but 
the 
arrangement of the story 
into “sense lines” with the 
em phases 
and 
stresses 
developed through indenting 
also play a key role in 
helping the new read er 
learn. 
The program is designed 
around a series of 36 publica­ 
tions 
which 
sta rt 
new 
readers with simple words 
and then move them through 
five reading levels of more 
complex material. 
The first level is barely 
above the primer-level of 
basic literacy training, while 
the fifth level is near the 
common language level of 
much available reading 
m atter, such as newspapers.

Musty odors 
rule her house

DEAR POLLY - If there is anything I hate it is a 
house with a musty odor and I have it. This odor is 
throughout the downstairs (except for the kitchen) and 
has been there since we put in wall-to-wall carpeting. I 
have been told it is caused by the padding. I keep the 
windows open as much as possible but hope someone 
can tell me how to get rid of this odor. - H.L.T. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with women who file 
their nails during church services. I have even heard men 
clipping their nails. — JEAN. 
POLLY’S NOTE: I thought I had heard of many breaches 
of etiquette and lack of consideration for others but this 
tops them all. 
. 
, 
DEAR POLLY - I am answering Mrs.W.L.H. about the 
odor in her cast iron skillets. Tell her to put w ater in a large 
pot with a generous amount of baking soda. Immerse skillet in 
solution, boil 30-45 minutes. Rinse skillet and dry. Place 
dried skillet on the stove over flame, let it get almost red hot 
and turn flame off. Leave on stove until cool. Grease inside 
and put away. Wipe out excess if you wish. No rust. Before 
using skillet wash in sudsy w ater and vigorously scour inside 
with fine steel wool or a soap pad to prevent food sticking. 
After several oil and steel wool treatm ents skillet will be 
useful without it. After washing my skillet I always place it 
on a low flame so it dries thoroughly before being put away. 
Many times I have said that should I ever move into a $1500- 
a-month penthouse one thing that would go along would be 
my cast iron frying pans. I m ean it, too. — HELEN. 
DEAR POLLY - and Mrs. W.L.H. - I do not approve of 
boiling and scouring an iron utensil. If rust in the pan is caus­ 
ing the odor and the metallic taste is not too deep “breaking 
it in’’ may salvage the pan. Use fine steel wool until pan is 
clean. Apply anim al fat only and heat skillet on top of stove 
or in oven. When pan is very hot cover inside and out with 
the grease and let cool slowly. Wipe out with paper towel and 
repeat procedure the next day. 
After such a “breaking in” never use detergent or a scour­ 
ing pad. Rinse with mild soap and w arm w ater and dry. 
After a few uses the pan will become black and seasoned. - 
MARJORIE. 
DEAR READERS - Since Mrs. W.L.H.’s cast iron 
skillets are new perhaps there is a coating on them that 
causes the trouble, lf so, mild scouring powder may be nec­ 
essary to remove it before washing, drying thoroughly and 
seasoning. Always use soap, not detergent, when washing. 
Seasoning process must be repeated several times for a 
thorough job. Set on low flame after rubbing with oil or fat, 
leave 2 to 3 hours and use a pastry brush to recoat every half 
hour or so. Be careful of those hot, hot handles and do not 
thoughtlessly grasp one. I did this once and never had such 
unful burn. — POLLY.
